Jesus said, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life.” 

Having believed on Him unto salva- 
tion, we are now in Christ and begin a 
new life. 

“If any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; be- 
hold, all things are become new” (2 Cor. 
5:17). 

The guilt of sin is gone; condemnation 
is gone, and in their stead has come the 
joy of being reconciled to God. We are 
enlisted in the service of God and have 
the assurance of His blessing and protec- 
tion. 

What is our duty respecting our former 
associates and worldly fellowship? 
“Be ye not unequally yoked together 

with unbelievers: for what fellowship 

hath righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness? And what concord hath Christ 


with Beliah? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel?” 

“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; and I 
will receive you, and be a Father unto 
you” (2 Cor.

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A Strange But True Story 


A wealthy farmer, who cultivated 
some thousands of acres, had by his 
benevolence endeared himself greatly to 
his large staff of laborers. He had occas- 
ion to leave the country in which his 
property was situated, for some years, 
but before doing so he gave his people 
clearly to understand that he wished the 
whole of the cultivated land to be kept 
in hand, and all the unclaimed moor and 
marsh lands to be enclosed and drained 
and brought into cultivation; that even 
the hills were to be terraced and the poor 
mountain pastures manured, so that no 
single corner of the estate should remain 
neglected and barren. Ample resources 
were left for the “execution of these 
works, and there were sufficient hands 
to have accomplished the whole within 
the first few years of the proprietor’s ab- 
sence. 

He was detained in the country to 
which he had been called very many 
years. Those whom he left children were 
men and women when he came back, so 
the number of his tenantry and laborers 
was vastly multiplied. Was the task he 
had given them to do accomplished? 
Alas! No. Bog, moor, and mountain 
waste were only wilder and more deso- 
late than ever. Fine rich virgin soil by 
thousands of acres was bearing only 
briars and thistles. Meadow after meadow 
was utterly barren for want of culture. 
Nay, by far the greater part of the farm 
seemed never to have been visited by his 
servants. 

Had they been idle? Some had, but 
large numbers had _ been industrious 
enough. They had expended a_ vast 
amount of labor and skilled labor, too, 
but they had bestowed it all on the park 
immediately around the house. This had 
been cultivated to such a pitch of perfec- 
tion that the workmen had scores of 
times quarreled with each other because 
the operations had interfered with those 
of his neighbor. 

And a vast amount of labor had been 
lost in sowing the very same patch, for 
instance, with corn fifty times over in 
one season, so that the seed never had 
time to germinate and grow and _ bear 
fruit; in caring for the forest trees, us 
if they had been tender saplings; in 
manuring the soils already too fat, and 
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watering pastures already too wet. 

The farmer was positively astonished 
at the misplaced ingenuity with which 
labor and seed and manure, skill and 
time and strength, had been wasted for 
no result, The very same amount of toil 
and capital, expended according to his 
directions, would have brought the whole 
demesne into culture, and yielded a 
noble revenue. But season after season 
rolled away in sad_ succession,, leaving 
those unbounded acres of various, but 
all reclaimable soils, barren and useless; 
and as to the park, it would have been 
far more productive and perfect had it 
been relieved of the extraordinary and 
unaccountable amount of energy ex- 
pended on it. 

Why did those “laborers act so absurd- 
ly? Did they wish to labor in vain? On 
the contrary! They were forever craving 
fruit, coveting good crops, longing for 
great results. Did they not wish to car- 
ry out the farmer’s views about his prop- 
erty? Well, they seemed to have that de- 
sire, for they were always reading the di- 
rections he wrote, and said continually 
to each other, “You know we have to 
bring the whole property into order.” 
But they did not do it. 

Some few tried and ploughed up a 
little plot here and there, and sowed corn 
and other crops. Perhaps these failed, and 
so the rest got discouraged? Oh no, they 
saw that the yield was magnificent. far 
richer in proportion than they got them- 
selves. They clearly perceived that, but 
yet they failed to follow a good example. 
Nay, when the labor of a few in some 
distant valley had resulted in a crop they 
were all unable to gather by themselves, 
the others would not even go and help 
them to bring home the sheaves. They 
preferred watching for weeds among the 
roses, in the overcrowded garden, and 
counting the blades of grass in the park, 
and the leaves on the trees. 

Then they were fools, surely, not wise 
men? Traitors, not true servants to their 
Lord? Ah, I can’t tell! You must ask 
Him that! I only know their Master 
said, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” and 
that, 1,900 years afterwards they had not 
even mentioned that there was a gospel, 
to one-half of the world. 

“And why call ye me Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things I say?’—Selected. 
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Sin in Christians? 

The sin question is certainly a big 
one to-day. In individuals, homes, socie- 
ty, and everywhere, all kinds of sins 
seem more popular than ever before. 
Many preachers and leaders hold that sin 
is allowable, even in Christians. But 
what saith the Scriptures? 

In the Old Testament there is some 
intimation that God overlooked sin more 


than now. Take the case of the two 
wives of Abraham, Jacob, and others, 
and men killing their enemies, taking 


captives and spoil in time of war, and at 
times carrying out schemes that seemed 
deceptive and dishonest. Yet, for this, 
God said, “Be sure your sin will find you 
out” (Numbers 32:23) and “Sin is a re- 
proach to any people” (Prov. 14:34), 
and it was so. Cain, Jacob, Lot, David, 
and others are examples of those who 
suffered for their sins. But in the Old 
Testament age men were changed in 
heart (Psa. 51:10), they were made holy 
(Psa. 86:2), and were powerful exam- 
ples of prayer, faith, and true devotion 
to Jehovah and His laws. For example, 
Abraham, Moses, Elijah, David, Daniel 
and others. 

But what about sin in the New Testa- 
ment? 

“There is none righteous, no not one.” 
“All have sinned and come short” (Rom. 
3). “The wages of sin is death” (Rom. 
6). “The soul that sinneth it shall die.” 
“Whosoever committeth sin is of the 
devil” (1 John 3). “And the times of 
this ignorance God winked at, but now 
commandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent” (Acts 17:30). Sin is the one thing 
that displeases God and separates men 
from Him. 

SIN’S REMEDY 

Jesus is the Savior of sinners. He died 
on the cross, tasting death in the sin- 
ner’s stead. Whosoever will may receive 
Him and be born again from above, 

Those born again sin not (1 John 3: 
9). They are set free from sin (Rom. 6: 
22). They are commanded to sin no 
more. The blood of Jesus “‘cleanseth from 
all sin” (1 John 1:7). Jesus saves to the 
uttermost those coming to God by Him 
(Heb. 7:25). For He shall save His peo- 
ple from their sins (Matt. 1:21). 

Means used against sin and sinning

I will not be able to enumerate, much 
less describe all the places visited in and 
about the Holy City, for lack of space. 
However, I should like to mention a few 
of the most important ones. 

One of the most famous and sacred 
spots in the old city is the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, built over the traditional 
site of Calvary, and Joseph’s “New 
Tomb” where the body of our Lord was 
laid after the crucifixion. Six different 
religious groups worship there regularly, 
namely, the Eastern Orthodox, the Ar- 
menians, the Coptics, the Syrians, the 
Roman Catholics, and the Abyssinians—— 
Ethopians. The latter named group now 
occupy space on the roof of the church. 
They have built a small village and a 
shrine up there, and you might imagine 
yourself in Africa after looking about 
the place. 

On entering the main church, one may 
see the stone slab on which it is said the 
body of Jesus rested after being taken 
down from the cross. Then you are taken 
up a flight of steps to Calvary, the scene 
of the raising of the cross, and shown 
che place where the cross was fitted into 
the rock after being lifted up—at least 
that is the way it looked to me. It was 
a dark cavernous place throughout and 
we only had small candles to light up 
the way. Then there are the cracks in the 
rock, thought to have been made by the 
earthquake which shook the place at the 
time of the crucifixion. 

Next comes the visit to the Holy Se- 
pulchre itself. It is covered by a small 
shrine in the main rotunda of the church 
and has little in common that would sug- 
gest the original likeness of the tomb, as 
it has been altered from time to time and 
rebuilt, or remodeled as the church itself 
was reconstructed after being destroyed 
a number of times, The present building 
dates back some 800 years to the times 
of the Crusaders. Still it has been re- 
built five times. We entered the tomb 
by stooping rather low and lighting the 
way with candles. The original stone is 
covered with a marble slab, to guard it 
against further desecration by curio seek- 
ers, or vandals. In the house of Caiaphas 
we saw the “Angel’s Stone” which was 
rolled against the door of the tomb ac- 
cording to tradition. 


The Church of the Holy Sepulchre is 


thoroughly spoiled from the Protestant 
point of view, by the myriads of lamps 
and other religious trappings strung 


about the place. 

Some doubt the authenticity of the 
present “Calvary,” but at least there are 
1,600 years of firm tradition back of it, 
and we shall endeavor to weave a little 
history into the story. Jerusalem was de- 
stroyed by Titus in A. D. 70. After that 
the city lay in ruins until about A. D. 
130, when a flame of rebellion sprang 
up among the Jews. Emperor Hadrian, 
who had conquered Britain in the name 
of Rome, could do nothing with the 
Scots, so he built a stone wall across the 
frontier of what is now England, to keep 
them back, and brought his best general, 
Julius Severus, to Jerusalem. He began a 
merciless war in which about 580,000 
persons were slain in sieges and nearly 
600 fortified towns and villages were 
captured. The Jewish problem was ended 
after their leader was literally torn to 
pieces with white-hot irons. The Hadrian 
decided to rebuild the city which he re- 
named “Aelia Capitolina,” a blending of 
his own name Aelius with that of the 
god Jupiter Capitolinus. So once more 
the Judean Hills round about Jerusalem 
began to reverberate with the peaceful 
sound of the stonemason’s chisel. About 
the first thing the emperor does is to 
erect a stone wall twenty-feet in height 
around the site of Calvary. The en- 
closure was 160x300 feet and _ was 
filled with concrete and _rubble-broken 
stone. After being leveled off and fur- 
nished with soil, a grove of trees was 
planted, and above the site of Calvary 
was built a small temple, and a marble 
statue to Venus was set up. Over the 
Holy Sepulchre was placed a statue of 
Jupiter. 

The city, one of dignified white col- 
umns and colonades, had its forum and 
temple. The walls were rebuilt on the 
old Jewish ramparts, ard so Aelia Capi- 
tolina was finished and dedicated to Jup- 
iter in 136 A. D. on the twentieth an- 
niversary of the reign of Hadrian, About 
236 A. D. Hadrian’s Temple was pulled 
down, at the instance of Constantine 
and the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
was built. During the excavations made 
to uncover the site of Golgotha, St. 
Helena, the mother of Constantine, the 
Christian emperor, found the cross, it 
was claimed, in a deep rock cistern near 
Calvary. 

During comparative recent years an- 
other site has been discovered outside the 
walls of the present city, which is 
thought by many to be the site of Cal- 
vary, as it is near the rock known as 
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“The place of the skull’”—since there is 
the likeness of a human skull to be seen. 
There is a garden also with a rock-hewn 
tomb. This is referred to as “Gordens 
Calvary,” since it was discovered by one 
General Gorden. I visited this site and 
while it was quite original in appearance, 
it did not impress me as being the place 
of our Lord’s entombment. In the first 
place the entrance was too wide, and 
too high as well, to require a person to 
stoop to see inside. Both John and Mary 
stooped to look inside the sepulchre of 
our Lord. John 20:5, 11. Also this place 
is too prominent to have been concealed 
for so long if it was the real Holy Se- 
pulchre—in my opinion. Then the fact 
that Hadrian took so much pains to cov- 
er up the present site of Calvary, is not 
to be overlooked, and that, too, only a 
100 years after Christ. Altho the present 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre is inside 
the walls of the city, everything seems to 
point to the fact the site was without 
the walls existing in the time of our 
Lord. They were farther to the south, 
so as to enclose the pool of Siloam, 
which I will describe later. At least the 
first wall followed this course. Of late, 
ruins of still another wal! have been 
found, which would enclose, even Gor- 
den’s Calvary. The present walls of Je- 
rusalem were built about 400 years ago. 


Other places of interest visited within 
the old city included the pool of Beth- 
esda and the Judgment Hall of Pilate, 
which have been partially restored. Then 
there was the rock-hewn prison where 
Christ was supposed to have been shut 
up. There is also the “Dome of the 
Rock” the Mohammedan Mosque built 
over Mt. Moriah, where Abraham came 
to offer Isaac, and where the temple was 
later built. This was closed to visitors on 
account of the trouble between the Mos- 
lems and Jews. We did, however, visit 
the wailing place of the Jews outside the 
old temple walls. No prayers may be 
made at this time, so they write out their 
petitions and stuff the papers containing 
them in the cracks between the stones. 


Outside the walls, and near to Zion 
gate is a Mohammedan mosque _ which 
stands above the traditional site of the 
last supper, and the upper room, where 
the Holy Ghost was first poured out. 
This site is thought to be authentic. The 
present building dates back from the 
time of the Crusaders, I believe. The 
Moslems came into possession of it dur- 
ing the Turkish rule, doubtless. I was 
taken up to the reconstructed “upper 
room,” which was covered with carpets, 
then up another short flight of steps to 
the tomb of David. Here we saw a 
large sarcophagus covered with gold em- 
broidered green cloth. It was said to con- 
tain the remains of the great king and 
those of his son Solamon. I was rather 
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dubious about whose bones they might 
have inside, if indeed, the tomb contained 
anything at all. We were required to re- 
move our shoes before walking across the 
floor of “the upper room” to the tomb. 
OUTSIDE THE WALLS 

We will now describe some of the 
other places visited outside the walls of 
the old city. One place of particular in- 
terest was Solomon’s Quarries. This is 
thought to be the place where the stones 
came from that went into the building 
of the king’s house and the temple of the 
Lord at Jerusalem. I shouldn’t wonder if 
it is not the greatest man-made cavern in 
the world to-day. It was truly awe-in- 
spiring. It is entered through a small 
opening on the upper side of the old city, 
between the gates of Damascus and 
Herod’s, and slopes rapidly downward to 
a very great depth. We went through the 
main opening for a distance of about 
three hundred yards. About midway 
down we came to a room, more or less 
round in shape, and perhaps a hundred 
and fifty feet in diameter, by forty feet 
in height. This place was being used by 
the Mason’s Lodge as a meeting room. 
We carried lighted candles which flick- 
ered in the damp, cool air of the subter- 
ranean depths, reflecting strange con- 
trasts of light and shadow. The descent 
was rather steep in places as we continued 
to the lower levels, and there were other 
openings leading off in different direc- 
tions, which appeared to undermine the 
whole of the present walled area of Je- 
rusalem. There was quite a draft com- 
ing up from below, and we could feel 

the cool air blowing back in our faces. 

Occasionally some one’s candle would be 
blown out and he would be calling for a 
light. We had to be caretur not to ven- 
ture too far from our guide—who was 
following the well beaten path—lest we 
fall into one of the deep pits or shafts 
leading to other openings. 

We were climbing over chippings left 
behind by the stone masons, and could 
see that all the cutting had been done by 
hand, and quite natural, since blasting 
powder was unknown in those days. 
Thousands of tons of broken rock had 
been dumped back into old shafts and 
tunnels, and as we scrambled along our 
shadows were reflected against the ghost- 
ly-white walls, forming grotesque figures, 
and presenting a weird scene indeed. 
Coming to a spring that had been hewn 
out of the rock, we refreshed ourselves 
from the clear, cool water, that was fil- 
tering through the stone overhead. At 
this point we abandoned our exploration 
of Solomon’s Quarries—which seemed 
just to have begun, And before leaving 
the subject, I might state that these an- 
cient stone-cutting works have been dis- 
covered in comparative recent years. An 
English gentleman was taking a walk 
around the walls of the city accompanied 
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by his dog which began to bark around 
what was probably a rat or rabbit hole 
which led to the discovery of the present 
entry to the quarries. That is about as 
high as an ordinary garage door, and a 
little wider. There are surface cuttings 
connected with these great rock mines 
that run in an easterly direction through 
the whole of Calvary Hill. The southern 
face of this rock-cut forms the founda- 
tion of the north wall of the city at 
this point and is about twenty feet high, 
I should judge, perhaps half the height 
of the wall itself. The cut in question is 
around a thousand feet in width, and the 
lower part of it has been paved, form- 
ing a splendid highway. The upper side 
of the stone cuttings form the “Place of 
the Skull”—mentioned heretofore—and 
rises to a height of some forty feet or 
more. On top this “man-made cliff” is 
the site of ““Gorden’s Calvary,” which is 
occupied by a Moslem-Mohammedan 
cemetery. Directly beneath are other 
quarries—or caverns—occupied by Be- 
douin tribes as living quarters. To the 
right is Jeremiah’s Grotto, and a little to 
the left is “The Garden Tomb” hidden 
from view behind a stone wall.

the good and WELFARE OF ALL 
MEN; never to give offence, nor injury, 
nor detriment to any man, whether 
friend or foe, but always and ever, striv- 
ing to PLACATE, ENCOURAGE, EN- 
LIVEN, ENLARGE, ENHANCE the 
BEAUTY, AND EXPLOIT THE VIR- 
TUES, AND EXTOL THE FINENESS 
that charitable eyes discover in BE- 
HOLD the good. 

Some will immediately say: “We can- 
not but see EVIL in a life that harbors 
EVIL.” It is true that the fruit of our 
life (whether good or bad) intrudes into 
the vision when men LOOK at us. But 
CHARITY “seeth no evil.” The God of 
love, looking from heaven with piercing 
vision, saw a “will to do good” in man, 
crying out its wretchedness as it was re- 
peatedly defeated and crippled in its in- 
tention, by the stronger force of “the 
ever-present evil.” LOVE said: “I will 
send men MY POWER to enable them 
to CONQUER the ‘ever-present evil,’ 
and RELEASE their crippled WILL, 
that it may triumph in its struggle,” 
consequently, the “golden text of the 
Bible’—John 3:16. 

Human vision beheld Saul of Tarsus 
in a paroxysm of intense HATE, in a 
fit of violent rage, possessed with that 
“ever-present evil,” “breathing o ut 
threatenings.”’ But Jesus Christ saw too, 
and He replied in brief: “It is hard for 
thee to kick against the pricks.” On Da- 
mascus road, Jesus Christ performed the 
miracle of subduing and enlisting to the 
great CAUSE, Christianity’s violent en- 
emy, by a supernatural OPERATION 
that released the CAPTIVE WILL of 
Saul from the icy morgue of a state of 
death, melted the icicles of that frigid 
soul of the Pharisee, and bathed it in the 
SUNSHINE of never-failing LOVE.

Dear reader, what were you BETTER 
than Saul, the violent, before LOVE di- 
vine reached you on your “downward 
road?” If Jesus Christ could see in this 
man, who made “havoc of the church” 
and persecuted and murdered the defense- 
less children of God, GOOD, that He 
might resurrect and employ in the great- 
est campaign of all time; should we not
